In  compliance  with  the  45th  canon  of  the  General  Conven- 
tion, the  Rt.  Rev.  Bishop  White  delivered  the  following  ad- 
dress: 


Brethren,  the  Clergy,  and  the  Lay  Deputies  of  this 

Convention. 

In  addition  to  the  confirmations  held  by  me  in  this  city,  I 
preached  and  confirmed  in  St.  John’s  church,  Norristown, 
on  the  8th  of  August;  and  from  that  place  proceeded  the 
next  day  to  St.  Gabriel’s  church,  Morlattan;  where  I also 
preached  and  held  a confirmation.  At  the  former  of  these 
places,  I have  since  preached  and  held  a confirmation,  on  the 
26th  day  of  March.  On  the  10th  of  October,  I preached 
three  times  and  confirmed,  in  Wilmington,  in  the  state  of 
Delaware.  On  the  7th  of  November,  I preached  and  con- 
firmed in  St.  James’s  church,  Bristol;  on  the  21st  of  the 
same  month,  I performed  the  same  exercises  in  St.  Thomas’s 
church,  Whitemarsh;  and  on  the  l9th  of  December,  I did 
the  same  in  St.  Luke’s  church,  Germantown. 

The  number  of  persons  confirmed,  is  274. 

Those  ordained  by  me  since  the  last  convention,  are,  to 
the  order  of  priests,  the  Rev.  John  V.  E,  Thom,  the  Rev. 
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Bird  Wilson,  and  the  Rev.  Samuel  Bacon;  and  to  that  of 
deacons,  Charles  Snowden,  John  Johns,  and  the  same  Samuel 
Bacon,  This  second  ordination,  performed  so  soon  after  the 
first,  agreeably  to  a power  vested  by  the  canons,  was  owing 
to  his  destination  to  the  western  coast  of  Africa,  under  the 
appointment  of  the  executive  of  the  United  States.  It  was 
supposed,  that  he  might  be  thus  the  better  qualified  to  be 
useful  in  a religious  line,  to  the  emigrants.  In  addition  to 
the  ordinations  stated,  it  is  proper  to  record,  that  Samuel 
Sitgreaves,  Jun.  has  been  this  day  ordained  a deacon  in  your 
presence. 

Those  taken  on  the  list  of  candidates,  since  the  last  con- 
vention, on  the  recommendation  of  the  standing  committee, 
are  Bamuel  Marks,  Charles  P.  MTlvaine,  Ephraim  Bacon, 
James  Doughen,  John  P.  Bankson,  Robert  Piggot,  and  Rich- 
ard Hugh  Morgan. 

The  Rev.  John  V.  E.  Thorn,  who  had  been  ordained  a 
deacon  in  the  diocess  of  New  York,  has  been  settled  in  Car- 
lisle; and,  of  course,  is  now  a clergyman  of  this  state.  The 
Rev.  John  Johns,  soon  after  his  ordination  as  a deacon,  set- 
tled in  the  diocess  of  Maryland.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Aisquith, 
has  settled  in  Yorktown,  having  removed  to  that  place  from 
the  diocess  of  Virginia.  The  Rev.  William  Richmond,  who 
had  been  ordained  a deacon  in  New  York,  has  been  and  con- 
tinues in  the  service  of  the  society  for  the  advancement  of 
Christianity.  He  is,  therefore,  to  be  considered  as  resident 
in  this  state. 

At  the  last  convention,  the  name  of  the  Rev.  Caleb  Hop- 
kins was  omitted  from  the  list  of  the  clergy,  under  the  be- 
lief that  he  had  left,  or  w'as  leaving  this  diocess:  having  ob- 
tained letters  of  dismission  from  me  with  that  intent.  But 
as  he  still  resides  here,  I mention  it,  that  his  name  may  be 
replaced. 

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  record,  that  since  the  last  conven- 
tion, three  churches  are  begun  to  be  erected  in  this  diocess. 

B 
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One  of  them,  is  in  the  city  of  Lancaster,  on  the  site  of  the  old 
and  decayed  church.  Another,  is  in  Easton,  Northampton 
county;  and  the  third,  is  in  Mantua,  in  the  neighbourhood 
of  this  city.  In  the  last  two,  the  congregations  are  small, 
but  are  making  great  exertions  for  the  accomplishment  of 
their  respective  undertakings. 

Our  ministry  has  received  a heavy  loss,  in  the  much  la- 
mented decease  of  the  Rev.  Thomas  P.  May,  rector  of  St. 
John’s  church,  Norristown,  and  of  St.  Thomas’s  church, 
AVhitemarsh.  After  giving  the  fairest  promise  of  future 
usefulness,  he  has  been  taken  from  us  by  one  of  the  inscru- 
table visitations  of  Divine  Providence.  It  is  an  alleviation 
of  the  loss,  to  the  congregations  whose  esteem  and  affection 
he  possessed,  that  there  was  I'esiding  within  their  bounds  the 
Rev.  Bird  Wilson,  recently  ordained,  but  long  known  among 
them  by  his  able  and  faithful  discharge  of  the  duties  of  a 
highly  responsible  office  in  the  judiciary  department;  and 
who,  without  delay,  was  chosen  and  settled  as  their  pastor. 

It  will  fall  within  the  purpose  of  this  address,  to  record  a 
visit  made  by  me  in  October  last,  to  the  city  of  New  Haven; 
and  of  my  then  and  there  consecrating  to  the  episcopal  office 
the  Rev.  Thomas  C.  Brownell,  for  the  respectable  diocess  of 
Connecticut. 

As  the  general  convention  are  expected  to  meet  in  this 
city  on  the  16th  instant,  it  will  be  expected  of  your  deputies, 
to  be  prepared  to  vote  on  the  question  of  changing  the  time 
of  future  conventions  from  the  Spring  to  the  Autumn.  This 
is  mentioned,  in  order  to  guard  against  a difficulty  similar  to 
that  which  arose  on  a former  occasion,  in  consequence  of  an 
uncertainty,  whether  a reference  from  a general  convention 
had  been  communicated  to  a convention  of  this  state. 

For  the  same  reason,  and  lest  the  subject  should  be  lost 
sight  of,  it  may  be  proper  to  state,  that  the  general  convention 
will  expect  of  the  several  diocesan  conventions,  reports  on 
the  state  of  the  church  within  their  respective  bounds.  With 
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a view  to  this  object,  a committee  was  appointed  at  the  last 
convention  of  this  diocess:  but  they  will  not  be  able  to  com- 
plete their  report,  until  they  shall  have  had  before  them  the 
returns  required  by  the  parochial  reports  of  the  clergy. 

Some  unexpected  occurrences  have  prevented  the  giving  of 
a beginning  to  a general  collection  for  the  theological  school 
located  in  New  York.  But  there  has  been  a beginning  of 
the  education  of  this  important  institution,  under  two  profes- 
sors. We  may  hope,  that  the  time  is  not  distant,  when  it 
will  be  extended  on  a larger  scale;  and  that  the  members  of 
our  church  in  this  state,  will  not  be  backward  in  their  contri- 
butions. 

The  society  for  the  advancement  of  Christianity,  although 
the  scantiness  of  its  funds  has  prevented  as  extensive  exer- 
tions as  in  some  former  years,  has  nevertheless  been  able  to 
send  the  preached  word  to  many  places  where  it  is  not  often 
heard,  as  well  as  to  institute  a domestic  mission  in  the  neigh- 
bourhood of  the  city.  In  proportion  as  the  need  of  the  be- 
neficence of  this  society  shall  become  known,  there  will  be 
perceived  an  essential  call  for  it  in  this  diocess;  over  the  ex- 
tent of  which  there  are  scattered  settlements  of  Episcopa- 
lians, each  of  them  being  too  few  to  provide  for  a gospel 
ministry  among  themselves. 

Although  the  means  of  the  missionary  society  are  still 
more  limited  than  those  of  her  elder  sister,  yet  there  have 
not  been  wanting  contributions  of  aid  towards  the  spreading 
of  the  gospel  in  the  western  regions  of  this  continent;  and  it 
ought  to  be  mentioned  to  the  honour  of  the  body  now  spo_ 
ken  of,  that  it  has  been  instrumental  in  preparing  for  an 
event  in  which  we  all  rejoice — the  organizing  of  our  church 
in  the  great  and  growing  state  of  Ohio.  The  same  society 
have  extended  their  beneficence  towards  the  supply  of  cate- 
chists, in  aid  of  the  reverend  gentleman  who  has  undertaken 
the  pastoral  charge  of  the  episcopalian  proportion  of  the  po- 
pulation, who  have  lately  migrated  or  intend  soon  to  migrate 
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to  the  western  coast  of  Africa.  The  zeal  of  the  society  has 
also  moved  them  to  digest  a scheme  of  a missionary  society, 
to  extend  over  the  American  union.  It  will  be  submitted 
to  this  convention,  with  the  views  of  engaging  their  appro- 
bation, as  a step  towards  the  submitting  of  it  to  the  repre- 
sentative body  of  the  whole  church,  soon  to  be  assembled. 

Our  Sunday  schools  are  in  full  posession  of  their  grade 
of  usefulness,  and  perhaps  it  may  be  said  to  be  on  the  in- 
crease. When  your  bishop  holds  up  to  you  the  importance 
of  making  instruction  in  the  schools  of  this  description,  a 
branch  of  the  religious  instruction  growing  out  of  the  prin- 
ciples of  our  church,  it  is  not  from  ill-will  towards  any  res- 
pectable societies  professing  our  common  faith;  but,  it  is 
from  the  desire  of  living  at  peace  with  them  all;  and  under 
the  conviction,  that  we  should  rejoice  at  the  success  of  one 
another,  in  the  extension  of  the  kingdom  of  the  Redeemer. 

The  society  for  the  distribution  of  tracts,  and  that  for  the 
printing  and  distributing  of  Prayer  Books,  are  in  successful 
operation,  and  would  be  much  more  so,  were  it  generally 
known,  at  what  a small  expense  contributors  to  those  insti- 
tutions may  have  it  in  their  power  to  be  extensively  useful. 
The  widows’  fund  is  likely  to  increase  considerably  from  a 
cause  to  be  lamented,  that  the  clergy  generally  are  not  anx- 
ious to  purchase  an  interest  in  it,  for  their  families. 

Towards  the  accomplishment  of  the  object,  of  some  of  the 
societies  mentioned,  there  is  an  institution,  in  which  there 
may  be  a union  of  all  who  come  under  the  name  of  Christian,  ^ 
without  their  surrendering  of  any  article  of  their  respective 
creeds.  That  institution,  is  the  society  for  the  distributing  of 
Bibles  without  note  or  comment.  The  benevolence  of  the  de- 
sign, and  the  good  already  achieved  by  it,  are  strong  induce- 
ments to  the  maintaining  of  the  principles  on  which  it  was 
founded:  since  it  is  liable  to  be  perverted  to  sectarian  views; 
which  may  be  done  without  printed  notes  or  comments,  by 
verbal  instructions  intended  to  supply  their  place. 
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In  conclusion,  permit  your  bishop  to  remind  you  all,  and 
especially  the  clerical  members  of  your  body,  that  there  is  at 
present,  on  the  public  mind,  a degree  of  religious  sensibility 
not  always  to  be  met  with,  and  inviting  improvement  to  its 
proper  uses.  When  our  Saviour  began  his  ministry,  he  al- 
luded to  circumstances  of  this  description,  under  the  meta- 
phor of  a field,  “ white  to  harvest.”  The  spirit  of  the  sen- 
timent, is  applicable  to  the  present  point  of  time.  It  is  the 
wish  of  him  who  now  addresses  you,  to  bestow  on  this  good 
work  the  small  remainder  of  his  life,  in  proportion  as  his 
health  and  strength  may  qualify  him:  and  he  now  affection- 
ately exhorts  his  brethren  to  concur  with  him  in  endeavours, 
of  which  they  are  more  likely  than  himself  to  see  the  fruit.

The  Rev.  Mr.  Kemper,  secretary  of  the  standing  commit- 
tee, in  compliance  with  one  oJ  the  rules  and  regulations  of 
this  church,  read  the  minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  that  com- 
mittee during  the  last  year. 

A communication  from  the  rector,  wardens,  and  vestrymen 
of  a new  congregation,  lately  formed  at  Muncy  Creek  Town- 
ship, Lycoming  County  was  read;  and  another  from  the  con- 
gregation at  Huntingdon,  Huntingdon  County,  of  the  same 
import,  in  which  they  request  to  be  admitted  into  connection 
with  the  churches  represented  in  this  convention. 

This  application  was  referred  to  Whlliam  Meredith,  and 
the  Rev.  Frederic  Beasley,  a committee  to  examine  wheth- 
er in  the  present  instance,  those  interested  had  complied  with 
all  the  regulations  required,  and  to  report. 

A letter  was  read  by  the  Rev.  Jackson  Kemper  from  the 
Rev.  Caleb  Hopkins,  requesting  that  his  name  may  he  res- 
tored to  the  list  of  clergy  in  this  state:*  and  also  apologiz- 
ing for  his  not  attending  this  convention. 

* The  name  of  the  F.ev.  Caleb  Hopkins  was  omitted  in  the  list,  under  the 
impression  that  he  had  removed  into  another  Diocess. 
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On  motion,  resolved,  that  the  apology  of  the  Rev.  Caleb 
Hopkins  be  admitted. 

Mr.  Me  Euen  presented  the  Reports  of  Dr.  Glentworth, 
who  had  acted  as  treasurer  both  of  the  convention,  and  of 
the  Episcopal  fund;  which  were  read.  As  Dr.  Glentworth 
has  removed  with  his  family  into  another  state,  he  was  under 
the  necessity  of  relinquishing  his  offices. 

Whereupon,  on  motion  it  was  resolved,  that  the  thanks  of 
this  convention  be  presented  to  Dr.  Glentworth,  for  the 
faithful  manner  in  which  he  had  performed  the  duties  of 
Treasurer. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Kemper,  it  was  resolved  that  in  future, 
a treasurer  of  the  convention  and  of  the  Eipscopal  fund,  shall 
be  chosen  upon  the  assembling  of  the  annual  convention  of  this 
Diocess,  who  shall  remain  in  office  until  the  meeting  of  the 
next  convention.  He  shall  perform  all  the  duties  usually  ap- 
pertaining to  the  office  of  a treasurer.  His  accounts  shall 
close  on  the  Tuesday  before  the  meeting  of  the  convention, 
and  shall  be  summitted  to  the  examination  of  the  standing 
committee  of  the  Diocess.  And  the  said  standing  commit- 
tee shall  report  thereon  to  the  Convention. 

On  motion,  resolved,  that  the  convention  now  proceed  to 
elect  a treasurer,  whereupon  John  Read,  Esq.  was  unani- 
mously chosen. 

According  to  the  requisition  of  the  45th  canon  of  the  Ge- 
neral Convention,  the  clergy  presented  the  following  paro- 
chial reports. 

Report  from  St.  John's  Churchy  Torktown.

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The  following  resolution  was  offered  by  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Kemper,  and  laid  upon  the  table. 

In  order  that  the  45th  canon  of  the  general  convention 
may  be  carried  into  full  effect,  it  is  hereby  declared  to  be 
the  duty  of  the  Clerg}’^,  to  state  in  their  reports  to  the  con- 
vention the  number  of  Adult  baptisms,  (if  any)  that  have 
been  performed  by  them,  and  to  give  an  account  of  the 
Adult  and  Sunday  schools  in  their  congregations. 

Adjourned  to  4 o’clock  this  afternoon. 

Wednesday,  4 o’clock  P.  M.  Mr.  Kemper’s  resolution 
proposed  in  the  morning,  was  called  up,  and  adopted. 

The  following  resolution  was  now  proposed  by  the  same 
gentlemen,  and  adopted. 

Resolved,  that  the  deputies  from  this  body,  to  the  general 
convention  to  sit  in  this  city,  on  the  16th  of  the  present 
month,  are  hereby  instructed  to  use  their  best  endeavours 
for  the  immediate  and  permanent  establishment  of  a gene- 
ral Theological  Seminary: 

But  if  the  plan  of  such  a Seminary,  should  be  abandoned 
by  the  general  convention;  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  stand- 
ing committee  of  this  diocess,  to  make  the  most  strenuous 
exertions,  with  the  approbation  of  the  bishop,  to  raise  a fund 
for  the  support  of  a Theological  professor,  and  to  adopt  all 
such  measures  as  shall  appear  to  them  expedient,  to  insure 
to  the  Church,  a ministry  of  pious  and  learned  men. 

The  following  resolution  was  offered,  by  the  Rev.  Levi 
Bull,  and  after  a long  debate  was  rejected. 

Whereas.,  in  every  well  regulated  society,  those  only, 
should  be  appointed  to  administer  its  affairs,  who  are  ac- 
quainted with  the  principles  upon  which  it  is  established. 
And  -whereas.,  the  officers  of  the  church  of  Christ,  are  some- 
times called  upon  to  act  in  cases,  involving  great  spiritual 
accountability,  and  affecting  the  reputation,  and  best  inte- 
rests of  believers: 
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Therefore,  resolved,  that  it  is  earnestly  recommended  to 
all  the  Churches,  represented  in  this  Convention,  that  in  the 
appointments  of  their  representatives,  who  are  to  exercise 
any  responsible  duties^  * they  select  such  persons  as  have 
complied  with  the  ordinances,  and  are  esteemed  for  their 
piety  and  godly  life. 

The  committee  appointed  on  the  subject  of  the  applica- 
tions from  the  new  Congregations,  at  Muncy  Creek,  and  at 
Huntingdon,  reported,  that  although  the  papers  were  in 
some  respects  informal,  they  would  recommend  that  the 
Congregations  referred  to  be  received  into  connection  with 
this  convention;  whereupon  on  motion,  it  was  resolved  that 
St.  James’s  Church,  Muncy  Creek;  and  the  Church  at  Hunt- 
ingdon, be  received  in  connexion,  with  the  Churches,  in 
this  Convention. 

The  thanks  of  the  Convention,  were  voted  to  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Boyd,  for  his  Sermon,  preached  before  them. 

On  motion,  resolved^  that  in  the  opinion  of  this  Conven- 
tion, it  is  highly  desirable  that  such  an  alteration  of  the 
Canons  of  the  General  Convention  should  take  place,  as 
will  make  the  first  examination  a requisite  for  admission  as 
a candidate  for  holy  orders. 

The  Convention  proceeded  to  the  election  of  the  standing 
committee,  who  are  to  act  as  a council  of  advice,  and  of 
deputies  to  the  general  Convention. 

Upon  counting  the  ballots,  the  following  persons  appeared 
to  be  chosen.
